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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Page 120, line 7, delete "dampening mechanism 182" and insert —dampening mechanism 99--. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Curtis 
(5,470,298). 

2. As to claims 1-5, Curtis discloses an exercise apparatus comprising a recliner-type 
chair including a base portion (16), a seat portion (18), a backrest portion (22), an armrest 
portion (24), an arm-exercising station (14), a footrest (20) having an underside portion, a floor 
support (72) and a footrest support structure that is selectively extendible to position the 
footrest in a forward position and retractable to position the footrest in a stowed position 
wherein the footrest is forwardly pivotable when in the forward position, and a leg-exercising 
station includes a pedal assembly, having rotatable pedals (76) and a dampening mechanism 
(82), associated with the underside portion of the foot rest adapted for leg exercise wherein 
when the foot rest support structure is extended and the footrest is in the forward position, 
pivoting the footrest forwardly raises the pedal assembly for use and when the footrest support 
structure is retracted, the footrest is stowed within the base of the chair (see Figs. 7-9). 

3. As to claims 6-9, Curtis discloses an exercise device as substantially claimed (see 
discussion of claims 1-5). s 
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Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Crews '260, Pilates ^01, Sterling '247 and Farran et al. '423 each disclose recliner-type chairs 
having exercise components attached thereto. 

Kulick *901, Welch '840 and Johnston '141 each disclose exercise apparatus having a chair 
and adjustable pedals attached thereto.
